Members and senators, gath¬ 
ered in the red-walled upper 
chamber, heard the Gov¬ 
ernment’s proposals for leg¬ 
islation. 

The speech Intimated legislation 
would be Introduced to • facilitate the 
efficient and profitable marketing of 
livestock and agricultural products." 
possibly through some form of a mar¬ 
keting board. 

Arising from the World Monetary 
Conference, the government will sub- 
mit for ratification agreements de¬ 
signed to mitigate silver fluctuations. 
The Bank Act. under which ’the char¬ 
tered banks operate, will be overhauled 
on the basis of the Macmillan com¬ 
mission's report, particularly the estab¬ 
lishment of a central bank. 

COMP AMEN* ACT 

The speech foreshadowed legislation 
amending the Companies Act. poaslbly 
to consolidate It on a Dominion-wide 
basis with the aid of the provinces; 
thg Judges Act and the Elections Act. 

Throughout the speech were refer¬ 
ence* to better times and improved 
business conditions. 

The world wheat agreement, designed 
to remove abnormal supplies from the 
market and regulate acreage, will be 
tabled In th* House, the speech Indi¬ 
cated. There was no mention of the 8t. 
Lawrence Waterways Treaty, now be¬ 
fore the United States senate for rati¬ 
fication.

British Columbia, it Is believed, 
could produce 00 per cent of the ma¬ 
terials used In the proposed construc¬ 
tion of new buildings and the re¬ 
habilitation of present buildings so a 
great proportion of the total aum 
would be spent In wages.

Next Saturday the former Kaiser of Germany 
will be seventy-five years old. A dispatch from Ber¬ 
lin to'-day says that monarchists intend to make use 
of the event to “sabotage the Nazi government.” At 
least, this charge is made in the newspaper controlled 
by Hermann Goering. who, it is generally understood, 
is the power behind Chancellor Adolf Hitler. 

Ihe newspaper in question, published in Essen, 
the industrial home of the famous armament-maou- 
facturing Krupp family, has demanded that all who 
are agitating for the return of the monarchy be 
rounded up and placed in concentration camps. Wil¬ 
helm's former court jeweler seems to have started 
things by saying that “except for winter relief. Ger¬ 
many would already have called the Kaiser back.” 

It appears also that the Pomeranian Stahlhelm 
leader has been putting his foot into it by remarking 
in a speech that "the Nazi movetnent is headed by 
men who failed in life.” 

In view of the suggestion in Goering's newspaper, 
it would seem that the National Socialists—the Nazis 
—are hatching some sort of scheme for a field day 
next Saturday just to get a few more oppositionists 
out of the wayi 

As long as the Nazis remain in control, of course, 
the chances of the “exile of Doom" ever getting 
back to his native land in his former role are about 
as remote as they could be. With a Hohenzollem 
on the throne, where would the Hitler-Goering 
crowd be? _ 

“Back of what is going on in Gerrriany is the 
silent movement as represented by the Social Demo¬ 
crats, the real Liberals of that country. They are 
saying nothing now because they prefer to live rather 
than be “bumped off” by Hitler's “storm-troopers.” 
Eventually r however, the dictatorship will vanish by 
the use of force—the creative rfiedium of all 
dictatorships.

Out of the Dominion-Provincial Conference it 
Ottawa and its results, one outstanding fact emerges: 
Mr. Pattullo and the three other western Premiers 
associated with him have made articulate the voice 
of a West united as never before in its determination 
that its interests shall no longer be rated as a subor¬ 
dinate factor in the formulation of national policy. 

Development of the West has been accompanied 
by increasingly assertive effort* to gain practical rec¬ 
ognition at Ottawa for it* viewpoint, a* opposed to 
the domination of the financial forces of eastern 
centres. The Progressive movement, which from 
1921 to 1925 had sixty-four representatives in the 
House of Commons, constituted such an effort, ^fler 
1925, the United Farmers and Woodsworth groups, 
though somewhat smaller in numbers, continued the 
tradition, which later was productive of the C.C.F. 
organization. Each of these movements, however, 
narrowed into party and class lines. The result had 
been that until last week the West had never spoken 
to Ottawa with one voice, transcending groups, classes 
and sectional interests. This had been made possible 
by the initiative of Mr. Patullo in the preliminary 
gathering of the three prairie Premiers with himself 
m Victoria in December. 

The proceedngs at the Ottawa Conference were 
not in public. There were intimations, however, of 
healed discussions. It was natural that the East 
should resent any challenging of its position of domi¬ 
nance by the now united western bloc. Since Con¬ 
federation it has had practically the “whole say." 
It- was not surprising that Premier Taschereau ol 
Quebec should again be found painting a dark picture 
of the West and asserting that "it is Ontario and 
Quebec that provide eighty per cent of the revenue 
of Canada”—the implication being they should there¬ 
fore Call every tune.

ing!" he might have said. 

At least. Mr. Bennett and the East now know 
that the West is united and in earnest. They refused 
tfreny of the specific requests of the West at the con¬ 
ference and granted some only in modified form. 
But it has been made comprehensible to them that 
more than 3.000.000 out of the 10.500,000 people 
of Canada are no longer complacently to be ignored, 
andthal a "new deal" can not indefinitely be denied 
a place on the agenda.
